In less than three brief years, 
after a much greater number of 
years of failures, Saskatchewan 
has become the hottest. spot in 
Canada for the brawny men who 
follow the constant suest for oil.

They even drilled countless times 
in.areas which are now the centre 
of booming fields, just | missing 
the treasure which others—or 
even they—later found, 

New wealth 

Now all Saskatchewan .is revel- 
ling in the new wealth. Recently 
at Kindersley, a wheat farmer 
drove with us 10 miles to a neigh- 
bor’s farm .at~ Coleville which is 
now producing that neighbor more 
money in a month than he ever 
cleared in five years before. 

There wasn’t a trace of envy 
in our host’s voice as he boasted 
proudly about the neighbor's for- 
tune, even knowing that his own

farm has-been doomed by the 
geologists as in an area which 
will probably never have oil. 

To crisscross - this province, 
from Coleville, where the first 
strike of light rich oil was made 
in September, 1952, to the Este- 
van area where, at Frobisher, the 
first big field was found in 1954, 
and thence to this town in the 
heart of fiélds’ which have brought 
in 368 wells, is to see the entire 
pattern of life in a province .com- 
pletely changed. 

ASwift Current's population has 
doubled. since oil was struck, and 
the same thing has happened to 
Estevan. Smaller communities 
have had even bigger increases. 
In tiny Coleville, near the Alberta 
border west of Rosetown, the 
drillers have moyed away but in 
every direction the oil pumps, 
slowly nodding like giant grass- 
hoppers, flow their streams 
through a network of pfpes to Im- 
perial’s big refinery which looms 
over the town. 

Work and. wealth 

Half a dozen big buildings house 
the. offices’ and, equipment of, 
firms that cement caps on wells, 
provide guards for them, operate 
the pumps, haul pipe and do 
countless jobs, that mean .work 
and wealth for the community. 

According to oilmen, the Sask- 
atchewan story is one of the most 
fabulous examples’ of apparent 
failure blossoming. suddenly into 
success, A typical example is Vern 
Hunter, now an executive of the 
big organization Imperial Oil has 
in the province as only one of nine 
major operators. 

From 1943 Vern Hunter roam- 
ed Saskatchewan until 1946 drill- 
ing ‘dry holes. At Radville, in the 
Weyburn area, they went to 8,000 
feet and then pulled out. Today 
the area is the Souris Valley field, 
richest ‘struck so ‘far. At Pennant, 
Vern drilled but somehow missed,’ 
and the area produced 200,000 bar- 
rels a month now. 

So it went with scores of drill- 
ers, though Imperial kept plug- 
ging along to spend $8,000,000 be- 
fore cashing in with one of the 
most remarkable records to date: 
A. producing well for every 1:8 
holes drilled. The millions spent

The next time you catch Junior 
preening before a mirror, care- 
fully adjusting that last ‘casual’ 
lock before heading for a night 
on the town, stifle that snicker. 
He isn’t the first—or the last— 
male to take pride in his tresses. 


Three hundred years ago, 
French and English dandies—for 
whom romance was their chief 
aim in life—carried dainty ivory 
eombs wherever they went. Since 
the artful combing of perukes was 
considered an act of gallantry, 
these foppish gentlemen. graceful- 
ly combed their periwigs on the 
mall, in’ the coffeehouse, at the

And it goes back a lot farther 
than that.

‘Let us sing our Happy Birthday 
song for The Moose Mountain 
Star-Standard on the occasion of 
its 56th birthday. Let us say from 
the bottom of our hearts. to those 
who make it possible for us to 
have a newspaper, of our own, 
“Thank you and many Happy 
years of this efficient service in 
our midst. : 


. When our first Editor, A. D. 
McLeod, stepped off the mixed 
train onto the Arcola platform, in 
1901 he ' saw a few lumber build- 
ings set up on posts to keep them 
from sinking into the alkali mud, 
He.had a pioneer heart that knew 
no turning back and he ‘set to 
work with a right good will to 
establish a weekly’ newspaper. 


Since that long gone day, when 
The Moose Mountain Star first 
rolled off the. press the publication 
has seldom failed to appear in 
our..mails.. weekly. Savé..for a 
week’s holidays once a year and 
the week between Christmas and 
New Year’s it has never failed us. 

There has been many young 
men start their newspaper life in 
its office; Bob Caskey, a young 
cub from Manitoba, arrived in the 
year of 1902, J. H. Jamieson fol- 
lowed when Bob left to open his 
own paper in Heward. in 1904. In 
turn Mr. Jamieson turned Editor 
‘in his own right in both Punnichy 
and Armstrong, B.C. One. could 
go on as the young men came and 


went but there has been but four 
local Editors in the 56 years. 

Hugh Darrow took over from 
Mr. McLeod for a short time then 
sold to Mr. S. G. Soper in 1922, 
Editor of the Kisbey Standard.

Since that date it has borne the 
caption.of: The Moose Mountain 
Star-Standard, 


The present. editors, Mr. and 
Mrs, C. R. Lang, bought from Mr.

To the editors of a Small town 
weekly the joys and sorrows, the 
heartbreaks interspersed with the 
odd laugh must surely be his lot 
but the. public knows nothing of 
it.

Dear Bonnie: 

Requests for’ information® con- 
tinue to come in and in the past 
few weeks, there have been sev- 
eral conferences — Adjudicators, 
Regional and Saskatchewan High 
School Drama _  Association.. In 
every case, one or more persons, 
when these articles were mention- 
ed, spoke up and said_ they had 
read them or a friend hid recom- 
mended therh: In two cases, where 
the people in cities do not get this 
type of weekly newspaper service, 
they inquired where they could 
get them. I was happy to say 
‘Canadian Weekly Features, 1410 
Scarth St., Regina’. I do.hope many 
people read them and profit by 
them. One teacher is clipping 
them and pasting in a scrapbook 
for future reference. 


Last week, I talked about Act- 
ing. I wish to remind both you 
and your cast that they must. not 
be impatient if. they do not get 
results right away. It takes a 
long time to develop an actor or 
build a play. 

There are many skills and tech- 
niques to learn and then by ex- 
perimenting, grow proficient in 
their use. After a time of con- 
sistent practising, their use every 
day becomes automatic and one 
forgets they ever had to learn 
them. So many points can be util- 
ized in every day living. This is 
perhaps the most important rea- 
son for everyone to try a bit of 
acting sometimes during their 
lives, and the earlier the better. 
This learning makes better em- 
ployers and employees, Thus bet- 
ter citizens n a democratic coun- 
try. ny 

For instance — people learn to 
speak: more carefully and more 
audibly, their posture improves, 
co-operation with others is prac- 
tised, better public relations are 
increased, team work becomes an 
important factor, tensions are re- 
laxed as actors work and laugh 
together, direction and criticism 
is taken graciously, better yng- 
lish becomes a_ necessity. After 
three | months rehearsals, these 
and many other. things become a 
matter of habit to the participant. 


I realize that you know many 
of the above-mentioned facts, but 
thought it wise to recall .them to 
your mind, or if new to you, they 
will give you something to con- 
sider and put into practise. 

You should be into scene re- 
hearsals by this time. Do your: 
actors realize they cannot be told 
‘how’ to act? That the body must 
be under. control all the time — 
‘mind over matter’. Are your ac- 
tors giving all the time? Are they 
aware of everything around them 
listening with’ ears, pores of their 
body, even soles of their feet? Do 
they now. realize that character is 
the result of action? Are they 
showing that they have determin- 
ed relationship with the, other 
characters in the play.?. Will the 
audience know by little” manner- 
isms that they are brother and 
sister, husband and wife, old 
friends or strangers? Have they 
made their characters as interest- 
ing as possible? Can they be 
heard outside the walls of the re- 
hearsal room? Are they beginning 
each speeclt with attack. Remind 
them that people come to hear the 
play as well as to see it and audi- 
ence’s like their money's worth. 

Have they decided what impres- 
sion each actor is expected to 
make? A. friend of mine in a-re- 
cent play, had a very small part 
and said “Yes, Madam” six times. 
She wanted t6 give it up. I re- 
minded her that more individual 
acting awards in’ festival have 
gone to small parts than. to large 
ones. I advised hef to develop the 
character. skilfully, play it skil-, 
fully, by telling the audience what 
kind ‘of a’ mistress she was—what 
she knew about her that the audi- 
ence had not been told, Small 
parts belong in a play and like a 
watch, it wouldn’t run without 
them, My friend went about her 
business and did a fine job the 
night of the show and received 
many compliments she had earn- 
ed. by her interpretation. 
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pace of scane and other things. 
Mechanics should only be~ used 
after a foundation to support 
them has been established. Some 
are traditional and they are as 
follows: 1, Actors usually keep 
the body at a 45 degree angle to 
the audience, and use the’ neck to 
turn the head as required. 2, Make 
turns toward the audience unless 
told to'do otherwise for some spe- 
cific: reason. 3, Always start to 
move with the foot nearest the 
backstage, This may require a 
change of weight to start. 4. Al- 
ways enter the stage with the 
upstage foot—cross a threshold of 
a doorway with upstage foot if it 
is a strong entrance or exit de- 
sired—for a weak or foolish en- 
trance or exit, reverse it. 5. The 
actor who enters last, speaks first 
and vice versa. Authors do not 
state this, but.it brings the actors 
well into the acting area. 6. Two 
actors seldom move in the same 
direction at the same speed at the 
same time. 7. Kneel! on the down- 
stage knee. 8. Never move with- 
out a reason evident to the audi- 
ence. 9, Nearly always move on a 
stressed beat. 10. Try to break up 
an exit speech to keep the audi- 
ence’s interest in you until you 
leave. 11. Rise fast from a seat 
on comedy lines, more slowly on 
dramatic lines. 12. Think about 
changes of level. 


Sitting—if .ne person is sitting 
on a chair, another may sit on a 
hassock, a stool, ‘arm of a chester- 
field or on the floor. : 

Standing—lean on the back of 
a chair, the table, bookcase, the 
mantle, but never support your- 
self on objects unless you are that 
kind of Character. 

13. Difficult scenes should be 
rehearsed privately and in great 
detail, then fitted into play to pre- 
vent too much loss of time for 
other members of the cast. (a) 
Love—if standing, start:at a dis-, 
tance and work up-to it. Thus 
the embrace at the end isn’t long 
or embarrassing. Watch foot and 
body positions carefully. (b) Ar- 
guments—should be started as far 
apart as possible then as the argu- 
ment grows, approach and retreat 
until ‘there is some _ settlement. 
(c) Eating meals+-watch the cor- 
rect use of knife and fork, use in 
rehearsal “until handling becomes 
easy. Learn to swallow food or 
drink at the same place in the 
same line every rehearsal for 
sake of good timing. Crumbs of- 
ten cause choking: at the wrong 
moment and. ¢an cause laughter 
where it.is.not desired. (d) Vio- 
lence should be covered by a piece 
of furniture or by people, This is 
much easier than actually plan- 
ning and working out the correct 
execution of every detail. This in- 
cludes—Fight or cqgmbat «scenes: 
cover or shield dead bodies. Par-

them. carefully. 

If swearing is required, learn 
to answer like a gentleman with- 
out punching them. Just slide 
over bad words, ate. 

Until experience is gained, us- 
ually walk and then talk, or talk 
and then walk, depending on the 
type of scene. As rehearsals pro- 
gress, this will be speeded up. 

Next week, I shall discuss more ’ 
on posture, gestures, masking and 
focussing attention.

Call it. chemise, sack or shift— 
whatever the name, it’s what most 
women are going to be wearing 
this spring. 

As New York designers prepare 
to preview,their spring collections 
for some 200 visiting fashion edi- 
tors, it is apparent that if you're 
going to be in step with fashions 
in 1958, my dear, you're going to 
accept the sack silhouette. 

This controversial fashion, 
which has been on its way for the 
last several years, 
priority at last fall’s Paris- sHow- 
ings, and is definitely due for the 
big push this spring. ; 

Women who fecall with horror 
the graceless styles of the 1920's 
may shudder and. vow, “Never 
again!” But most of them will 
find themselves stepping out along 
about .Easter in ‘the modern Vver- 
sion of flapper. fashions, Such 1s 
the force of the high potentates 
of international fashion.

The hemline is shorter, but only 
an inch or two shorter—not to the 
knees.

Interest at neckline and hem- 
line focuses attention at these 
points, instead of at the waist.
